Supreme Headquarters, Allied

Before 
his Conservatives were elected in 
Britain, Churchill praised the Eu­ 
ropean army idea as a step toward 
European unity, but now he seems 
reluctant. 
French official sources reported, 
however, that Churchill was will­ 
ing to enter a diluted European 
army plan modeled on the war­ 
time coalition of forces, although 
he would not pool British troops in 
the army proposed by French Pre­ 
mier Repe Pleven—one controlled 
by an authority higher than any 
individual nation’s and financed by 
a common military budget. 
Meet With Pleven 
Churchill and Eden met again 
this morning with Pleven and 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman.

The vote to consider the Italian 
application alone was eight for, 
Russia against, and Yugoslavia 
and India abstaining. The veto 
does not apply on * procedural 
vote such ss this. 
For admittance, an applicant 
needs at least seven of the l l 
council votes and solid support of 
all the Big Five.

Reds Hold 
Allies in 11 
PW Camps 


Munsan, Korea, Dec. 18 CP)— 
Reds are holding allied prisoners 
in l l prison camps lying between 
the North Korean capital 
of 
Pyongyang and the Manchurian 
border city of Sinuiju, a UN com­ 
mand spokesman said today. 
The 3,198 Americans the Reds 
acknowledged holding are in four 
camps near the border northeast 
of Sinuiju. 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols 
said Americans are held in: 
Camp No. I near Changsong, 
near the Yalu river boundary ap­ 
proximately 30 miles northeast of 
Sinuiju. 
Camp No. 2 about 50 miles 
northeast of Sinuiju. 
Camp No. 3 at Changsong. 
Camp No. 5 at Pyoktong, near 
the Yalu river 50 miles northeast 
of Sinuiju. 
Almost all the British and 
other UN Nationalists are held in 
the same camps. Youth Koreans 
are scattered in the other seven 
camps. 
Camps 4 and 7 are at Pyonk- 
tong. Numbers six and nine are 
at Pyongyang. Eight is at Kang- 
cong, about 18 miles east of Pyong­ 
yang. Camp IO is 25 miles east of 
Sinuiju. 
Eleven is at Pukchin, 
about 80 miles north of Pyong­ 
yang. 
The six Australians are in 
camps two and five. Four South 
Africans are in camp two. 
Most of the other UN prisoners, 
as distinguished from South Ko­ 
reans, are in five. These include 
the Turks, Filipinos, Greeks and 
a lone Canadian. 
Party Reported Planned 
Communist newsmen said at 
Panmunjon that plans are under­ 
way at Red prison camps for “an 
old fashioned Christmas.” 
Alan Winnington, London Daily 
Worker Correspondent, and Wil­ 
fred Burchett of the French Com­ 
munist Daily Ce Soir, said “trucks 
are calling at prisoner of war 
camps in North Korea delivering 
apples, pears, candies, peanuts, 
wine, beer and cigarettes. 
There seemed little doubt but 
that the United Nations soldiers 
now held by the Reds will still be 
prisoners on Christmas Day at the 
rate the talks are going. 
Winnington and Burchett said 
they had secured the information 
from a Red officer who had just 
returned from an inspection tour 
of the camps.

The union is asking a 15-cents- 
an-hour pay boost and other con­ 
cessions. Negotiations have been 
going on in Pittsburgh but have 
made little apparent progress. 
Philip Murray, president of the 
mllion-member union, said last 
night that a strike was unavoid­ 
able unless the industry agreed to 
union demands.

11,559 prisoners, including 3,198 
Americans. 
They said the list includes all 
prisoners of the Korean war in 
their hands. The UN gave the 
Reds a list of 132,474 Chinese and 
North Korean prisoners. 
General Matthew B. Ridgway** 
headquarters in Tokyo said it 
understood the Communist list in­ 
cludes Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, 
lost commander of the U. S. 24th 
Division. Dean has been missing 
since the fall of Taejon in July 
1950. 
Communist newsmen at Pan- 
munjom said Associated Press 
photographer Frank Noel was 
also listed. 
Lists were exchanged Tuesday 
when Communist truce negotia­ 
tors suddenly capitulated to UN 
demands. The prisoner subcom­ 
mittee recessed until Thursday. 
Rear Adm. R. E. Libby, UN mem­ 
ber of the committee, said the 
purpose was to study the lists. 
Lists Not Verified 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
UN spokesman, elaborated: 
“The Communist lists have not 
yet been verified. They probably 
include errors, omissions and pos­ 
sibly fictitious additions. 
“Every effort humanly possible 
will be made immediately by the 
UN command to check the list. 
The respective arms of services in 
the United States will notify the 
next of kin immediately on veri­ 
fication. 
“I cannot emphasize too strong­ 
ly that this is a Communist list. 
“Any information on prisoners 
received from the Communists is 
questionable due to their con­ 
tinued refusal to allow interna­ 
tional committees of the Red 
Cross to inspect their prisoner of 
war facilities and operations.” 
Of the 11,559 names on the 
Communist lists, a UN command 
communique reported: 7,142 are 
South Korean, 3,198 American, 
919 British, 234 Turkish, 40 Fili­ 
pino, ten French, six Australian, 
four South African, three Japa­ 
nese, and one each from Canada, 
Greece and the Netherlands.

Aaiwer to a GI in Korea On How to Treat Children 
By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
Cpl. William A. Moore, 
First Marine Division, F.M.F, 
c/o FPO, San Francisco, Cal. 
Dear Corporal Moore: 
I have received your letter objecting to my recent column that sug­ 
gested ways to treat children like people. 
I make haste to answer it because you tell me you are fighting on 
the Korean war front with the First Marine Division, lf I can help it, 
I don’t want any misunderstanding between me and a fighting Ameri­ 
can soldier who uses his precious free time to read and protest an 
article on children. 
You say that my suggestions would make children old before their 
time and destroy their pleasure in making mud-pies. 
You are dead right. The recommendation /I made would certainly 
require far too much of the mud-pie set. What I can’t see is how you 
ever got the impression that they were made for the mud-pic set! They 
weren't; they were made for its older brothers and sisters. 
If you*will recall some of the ideas listed to help us treat children 
more like people, you will see they could not apply to small children. 
The mud-pie set does not use the telephone frequently, so that we 
do not have to worry about treating their telephone conversations with 
consideration. 
Our four-or five-year-old has neither the interest nor experience 
in the selection of dresses or suits to make it advisable to permit him 
to shop for himself. 
We do not buy our toddler the adult bus fare we would pay for our 
tall, 11-year-old, because he accepts his childish status quite happily 
when his big brother or sister won’t. 
As to listening to his opinions on religion, politics or sex, he has so 
few that his desire to be heard on them is not a problem. Nor for the 
small person still addicted to squishy mud-pies do we have to tie up 
our every “No” to a policy he can understand. 
TIME MAKES CHANGES IN TREATMENT 
He would, for example, not only fail to understand; he’d be actually 
bored by our insisting on giving him reasons every time we want him 
to wear rubbers, go to bed or keep the mud off the linoleum. 
It’s time that makes changes in our treatment of children. It is 
time that makes what was good for a child yesterday bad for him to­ 
day, just as it makes what was bad for him yesterday good for him 
today. 
You say you have a “great desire to help children along the way.” 
So do I. What do we both do about it, Corporal Moore? 
We carry the baby in our arms along the way until we can trust 
the strength of his legs to be firm enough to support him alone. Then 
we put him down, don’t we? Of course, we do; we want the baby to 
become a toddler. 
Then as time passes, we want him to learn to run, climb, jump and 
go off on hikes—by himself, too. until the day comes when the baby 
we once carried in our arms has discovered he has the strength to walk 
along that way we’re talking about independently. 
Yes, it would be cruel to make the baby walk before he is ready 
to. Corporal Moore—but it would be quite as cruel not to give him 
his chance to walk when he ean use it. 
In your letter you write, “If you can convince me that your idea is 
best, please do.** 
I have not written this letter to convince you that my idea is 
“better” than yours—but to convince you that what we both want for 
children is treatment that is adjustable to their changing needs.

TEACHERS ARE IMPORTANT 
Do you know the teachers of your children? 
They speak of tenure, of academic freedom, of their 
rights to their jobs, but what have you to say about 
your children? 
After ail, they are your children 
and you are responsible for them, for their minds, 
their bodies, their spirits. 
What do the teachers of your children know? 
What have they been taught? 
Have they had a 
broad, humanistic training or are they specialists 
in methods of pedagogy? 
Albert Lynd, who was 
once a teacher and also a member of a school board, 
wrote an article for the “Atlantic Monthly,” which 
began with this paragraph: 
“Next to the minister, the high school principal 
of 30 years ago was the most learned fellow in 
tow n. 
Today you may find your local high school 
in’charge of a brisk Kiwanian whose ‘professional’ 
training has teen free of the elements of tradition­ 
al culture. His teaching experience may have had 
nothing to do with letters or science; it may have 
been in auto driving or basketball or pattern-mak­ 
ing or ‘guidance’; no matter in any case, because 
w'hat counts in the ad\ancement of his career is his 
accumulation of courses in ‘administration.’ He 
may even wear the splendid title of doctor, earned 
through researches into the theory and function of 
a school cafeteria. He may not be able to decipher 
the Latin date on the cornerstone of his own 
school building, or to read a single word in any 
other foreign language, living or dead, or even to 
write a decently turned paragraph in English, but 
he can lead an enraptured class discussion in a 
democratic solution of our traffic problem.” 
I have m et such principals. 
I have met such 
men who were actually, at the moment, presidents 
of colleges. 
They are not educated men. They 
could not inspire your children to reach out for the 
highest ideals in life. 
They are "practical” men 
who know the difference between cast-iron and 
copper pipes, but they do not know how to reach a 
boy’s mind and spirit. 
Perhaps you belong to a Parent-Teacher Asso­ 
ciation. 
Do you talk or listen? 
Do you ask ques­ 
tions? 
Does your child come home and say, “aff 
fathers are alik.\” when your child has repeated 
to the teacher some criticism you have made of the 
teacher or textbook? 
For instance, the other day. I heard a child talk 
about starvation in India. 
Nothing had lieen said 
about sacred cows and sacred monkeys and wild 
dogs who eat the food of the people and who may 
not be killed. Cou’d we rescue the people of India 
if we sent them all our surplus wheat? 
The fact 
is th at the teacher wants to make the child like 
the United Nations and Point Four and all that, 
but the teacher did not say that the people of India 
starve because they do not grow enough food per 
acre and that a religion which sacrifices living hu­ 
man beings to living animals is partially respon­ 
sible. 
The teacher told a half-truth for political 
purposes. 
You need to knew what a teacher believes. The 
teacher says that it is none of your business. The 
teacher says that the Constitution, under the Fifth 
Amendment, protects a citizen in his beliefs. That 
is absolutely true. 
A citizen can believe anything 
he likes: That the moon is made of green cheese, 
that Karl Marx is as great an historic figure as 
Moses. Jesus, Aristotle and Plato: that John Dewey 
was the greatest philosopher of all time. That is a 
teacher’s private I usiness. 
But your child is your business. 
It is correct 
that a teacher may be a Republican, a Democrat, 
a Communist, a Catholic. Protestant. Jew or Chris­ 
tian Scientist. 
He may believe that vitamins will 
save the world or that vaccination will ruin the 
world. 
But none of th at solves the problem of your own 
: responsibility for your own children. 
No child 
I need br sent to a school whose teachers offend a 
parent’s beliefs. 
The child must have a certain 
I amount of "education.” according to the law. That 
m ay require the parents to pay for the upkeep of 
I two schools. 
Many do. 
The various organizations of teachers object to 
I this attitude. 
They wish to make a fetish of the 
public school system and put it atove and beyond 
criticism. 
In a country like ours, nothing, but ab­ 
solutely nothing, should be above and beyond 
criticism.

Some years ago the dean of a very large medical 
college discussed with me ti,: idea of prolonging 
the stay of patients in hospital until they were 
really strong and well, so that when they returned 
home and to work, they could carry on Just as well 
as before their illness or injury. 
Fortunately, our military hospitals are rapidly 
becoming equipped with necessary apparatus and 
skilled techicians able to use what is called physical 
medicine to rehabilitate the sick and the injured. 
The improvement in their physical condition raises 
their morale so that they are more able to face life 
4and its difficulties. 
Rehabilitation is now known as the third stage 
of medical care which carries the patient beyond 
diagnosis and definite or specific treatment to full 
restoration of body and mind. 
In addition to rehabilitation of members of our 
armed forces, the life span is now so much longer 
(16 years increase in the last 50) that there are 
many of our aging men and women whose life, 
health and happiness can be prolonged for years 
by rehabilitation or physical medicine. If our older 
folks can continue to do some useful or gainful 
work, something that interests them and keeps 
their health normal, they will be an asset to their 
family and to the community. 
In connection with rehabilitation of our civilians 
and with the crowded state of hospitals, other 
means of restoring strength and energy are being 
sought. Among these are health resorts. 
According to the Council on Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation American Medical Association, 
a health resort is an institution which gives major 
attention to the systematic use of climate and 
other natural therapeutic resources, including min­ 
eral waters and peloids (mud baths) with which it 
is endowed by virtue of its geographic location. 
In the matter of climate, many are undecided as 
to the best place to go to get the greatest amount 
of good for their time and money. Generally speak­ 
ing. a warm and moist climate is best for the heart 
patient who is »iot permitted to take exercise but 
must rest his heart till it recover* its strength or 
has been completely healed after a coronary throm­ 
bosis. He doesn’t w’ant to take exercise. 
For arthritic, sinus and asthmatic patients, a 
warm, dry climate is best.

W ashington — In 
considering 
how corruption takes root in gov­ 
ernm ent, it s necessary to give 
some attention to the social whirl. 
There is many an official who 
would be horrified at the idea of 
taking money for a favor who 
nevertheless will perform great 
favors as the result of a dinner 
party, a yachting trip or a week 
end at a duck blind. 
Take for example the ebullient 
and expansive congressman from 
Mobile, ‘‘everything is made for 
love” Frank Boykin, and let s see 
how he operates his influence- 
machine. While Boykin is not ex­ 
actly typical, his methods of in­ 
gratiating himself with people in 
powerful 
places illustrates how 
loans can be granted nnd prosecu­ 
tion circumvented through l>ack- 
slapping and partying. 
On Aug. 2, 1949, Boykin threw 
one of the most notable dinner 
parties in Washington, featuring 
a menu of bear meat, venison, 
possum and raccoon; plus a huge 
flan nor across one end of the ban­ 
quet hall flaunting the congress­ 
m an’s famous motto, ‘‘Everything 
Is Made For Love.” Speaker Sam 
Rayburn was there, the chief jus­ 
tice was there, I was there; also 
Lam ar Caudle, some of the RPC 
directors and atout 400 members 
o f the cabinet and Congress. 
Also present was the recently 
resigned chief of police. Boh B ar­ 
rett, who took off his coat and 
started a fist fight with Congress­ 
man Dewey Short of Missouri-— 
until restrained by some of his 
ow’n cops. 
I feel sure that few officials at 
that dinner felt obligated to Con­ 
gressman Boykin as a result of 
his hospitality. 
Yet a lot of din­ 
ners, sprinkled with hunting trips 
and thoughtful presents of turkey 
and venison have an accumulative 
effect. 
And just two weeks after 
this dinner, one of Boykin's major 
RFC loans was granted. 
But to study the case history of 
“everything is 
made for 
love” 
Boykin, here are four chapters of 


his life in Washington, showing 
how his backslapping and wire 
pulling ends in corruption.

W ashington. Dec. 17 — How 
much awareness is there gener­ 
ally of the Korean W ar? Is it a 
“forgotten w ar.” and has the talk 
of truce blotted out the story' of 
what is happening to more than 
350.000 American boys? In both 
W’orld W ar I and W orld W ar 2 
the correspondents in the w ar 
zone covered not only the m ajor 
movements of troops but 
also 
lound time* to tell of individual 
exoloits and experiences. 
Today, except for the story of 
an occasional ceremony when a 
medal is pinned on the breast of 
a returned hero or an aw ard is 
made Dosthumously to a relative, 
the public doesn’t learn about the 
individual service of the tens of 
thousands of boys w'ho don’t get 
decorations or medals but do the 
everyday fighting. 
Talking the other day with the 
father of a boy now fighting in 
Korea, this correspondent 
per­ 
suaded him to share with the 
public a letter from his son. John 
Thomas White, age nineteen. The 
letter, dated a little over thre* 


I weeks ago. gives a picture of 
what 
American 
troops are up 
against in fighting the Chinese. 
It roads as follow*: 
"This letter will have to be 
fairly 
short 
because we don’t 
know' if we’ll be hit again to­ 
night. The last two days have 
been a regular nightm are for our 
battalion. Just as I woke the next 
CU'’ in my souad up for guard at 
8 30 last night, the whole skv in 
front of us lit un. We survived 
from 8.30 until 10:30 one of the 
most devastating and destructive 
artillery and m ortar pounding 
th at I ’ve ever been in. At 10:30. 
from three places in front of us 
green. Chinese flares went up. At 
that tim e they concentrated all 
tho barrage on the line while the 
Chinese attacked the battalion 
observation post. At 11:30 the, 
Chinese had annihilated our ob­ 
servation post and were attack- 
1 ing us. The moon came up at 
1:10 a. rn. hut wasn’t much help 
because of the fog and mist and 
white phosphorus smoke in the 
air. 
At 1:45 a. rn. the Chinese 
made their big drive on us. There 
were so m anv that we couldn’t 
load our carbines and M -l’s fast 
enough. 
"A plane from Japan flew over 
and 
started 
dropping 
airplane 
flares. When the first one went 
off we could see the Chinese com­ 
ing off the next ridge Ake rattle. 
My squad and I killed 2.31 before 
they got through the barbed wire 


j —we counted them this morning. 
There was a slight break in the 
attack 
just 
before 
they 
came 
through the last bunch of wire. It 
was just long enough fo’’ us to load 
our clips. We fired the 57 until we 
ran out of ammunition (twenty- 
three or twenty-four rounds). We 
couldn’t fire much more anyway 
because they were too close and 
w’o 
might 
hit 
ourselves 
with 
shrapnel. 
"There is nothing I can say as 


i to how I felt when I saw more 
Chinese than I could count coming 
| the last tw'enty or thirty feet to 
• the trench we were in. They didn’t 
have weapons, all of them mostly 
were armed with shovels, picks, 
and knives. They had one Chink 
in the front with a burp gun. but 
I shot him while he was putting 


j another drum in his gun. There 
were 
approximately 
ten 
that 
reached the trench in front of us. 
j My carbine clips were all empty 
and I d'dn’t have time to load, so 
I pulled out my .45 and shot the 
second and third one as they came 
over the top of the sand hags. An 
ammo heaver in my squad was 
fighting with the first one, so I 
i concentrated on the rest which 
were almost to the trench. 
“All this w'as happening in a 
misty rain and the ground was 
muddy. 
I saw’ more than one 
! enemy slip and fall in the mud 
trying to get to us. I only have 


I four men in my squad right now’ 
because one man. the gunner, is 
on 
rest 
an 
rehabilitation 
in 
Japan. 
When 
the 
next 
bunch 
reached the trench, we were out 
of it and on tho sky line because 
you can’t fight odds from a trench. 
So far all that w’e suffered was 
rattled 
nerves 
and 
the 
ammo 
heaver had a small rut on his arm. 
"There were six or seven that 
came over the trench next. I 
emptied my clip on the first two 
and was starting to put another 
clip in w’hen some one hit me 
hard on my helmet from behind. 
It kind of staggered me. I turned 


around and found the Chinese had 
tooken through our perim eter some 
{Mace and were on the hill behind 
us. The 'gook’ that hit me had a 
small pick.’ He came a t me w ith 
it again and I hit him in the face 
with my pistol. But this tim e I 
thought we were goners, but every­ 
thing got quiet all of a sudden. I 
looked down the hill and saw Chi­ 
nese running in every direction 
but at us. I can’t say why they 
pulled back; they broke through 
the line. 
“I t’s a funny thing, I was scared 
when 
the artillery and m ortar 
shells were coming in but all the 
time we were fighting the Chinese 
I felt confident that we could win. 
Tile Chinese were moving around 
in front of us until 5:30 taking 
their wounded and dead away. All 
I suffered is a bump on the head 
and a dent in my helmet. I had my 
field jacket hood aver my helmet 
so I figured the Chinaman didn’t 
know’ I had a helmet on. 
“I ’m sorry to say—they just 
gave me the news—that the ob­ 
servation post, w’hich is the 3d 
Platoon 
of 
our 
company, 
was 
wiped out. The second is strung 
out to cover the 3rd’s area while 
they are on observation post. So 
the 1st made the patrol today. 
Wnen they reached the observa­ 
tion post they found twenty-two 
dead, thirteen wounded and eleven 
missing. 
“Some 
of 
the 
bunkers were 
blown in from direct hits, so they 
don’t knov\’ how many were buried 
in them. Nevertheless our com­ 
pany accounted for more than a 
battalion of d°ad Chinese and 
about 
three 
times 
as 
many 
wounded. 
“Today 
is 
Thanksgiving 
and 
they sure gave us the trimm ings 
last 
night. The command post 
says that we were attacked by a 
Chinese 
division—our 
battalion, 
that is 
with North Korean artil­ 
lery and m ortar support. Some 
week this has been, hut at least 
I’m still alive and kicking and the 
last few’ days th at is a job in 
itself.” 
The boy who WTOte the above 
letter enlisted .in the Army in 
June. 1950, was in Korea eight 
months later, when he joined a 
frontline combat unit and is now 
the squad leader of a recoilless 
gun squad. Less than eighteen 
months ago he was playing the 
drums in the band of M ontgomery 
Blair High School, Silver Spring, 
Md.

Panel Concludes 
25-Day Inquiry 


New York. Dec. 18 (A*)—A three 
man New’ York state fact-finding 
panel has concluded its inquiry 
into the 25-day wildcat longshore­ 
men’s strike which tied up the 
Port of New York. 
The panel is expected to report 
within ten days to State Indus­ 
trial Commissioner Edward Corsi, 
who appointed it. 
The inquiry wound up yester­ 
day with final summations by the 
three parties involved. They are 
the leadership of the ALF Inter­ 
national Longshoremen's Associ­ 
ation (ILA), headed by Joseph P. 
Ryan, who fought the strike; an 
insurgent ILA group led by John 
J. (Gene) Sampson; and the New 
York Shipping 
Association, 
the 
employers group. 
The employers group, which es­ 
tim ated a $1,000,000,000 port loss 
in the strike which started Oct. 
15, called the action of Sampson’s 
group “irresponsible." 
Spokesmen for Sampson's group 
said the walkout occurred because 
the negotiations and the member­ 
ship vote on a new contract were 
“phony.” 
The union officials said the con­ 
tract issue was “cooked up” after 
the strike began.

Slate Vax Cut

Albany,

Dewey administration today ap­ 
parently tried to soft-pedal specu­ 
lation on any big state tax cut for 
1952-53. 
Governor 
Dewey’s 
secretary, 
James C. Hagerty, said budget re­ 
quests by state departments and 
agencies were “running far ahead” 
of 1951-52 appropriations, which 
totaled about 950 million dollars. 
Hagerty said appropriations re­ 
quested by the state’s social serv­ 
ices units alone were up 30 mil­ 
lion dollars to 197 million. 
The state budget division was 
analyzing these requests and those 
of other departments, Hagerty 
said, and added: 
“Only after this has been done, 
can an evaluation be made of the 
state’s financial picture for the 
coming (1952-53) year.” 
Departmental budget requests 
usually are pared sharply by the 
governor and his budget chiefs. 
But Hagerty observed: 
“Inflation hits state costs the 
same as every family.” 
Two Developments 
Hagerty’s statement came in 
the wake of: 
1.—A report that a small bloc 
of State Senate Republicans was 
moving quietly behind the scenes 
for a five or IO per cent reduction 
in the state income tax, now col­ 
lected at 90 per cent of the legal 
“full” rate. 
The legislators re­ 
portedly will insist on a “token” 
tax cut. 
2.—A call by the Citizens’ Pub­ 
lic Expenditure Survey, a private 
taxpayer group, for a 105-million- 
dollar tax cut—about 20 per cent 
in the personal income and cor­ 
poration franchise (9-a) taxes.

Warns Against 
Paternity Suits

New York, Dec. 18 Ut)—Dis­ 
missing a case brought in behalf 
of an unwed mother, a judge said 
yesterday that “New York could 
well become a Mecca for black­ 
mailers in paternity proceedings.” 
The comment was made by Spe­ 
cial Sessions Justice Frederick L. 
Hackenburg as he dismissed a case 
against Joseph C. Bancroft, manu­ 
facturer of White 
Plains and 
Jamestown, N. Y. 
Jackenburg dismissed a pater­ 
nity charge against Bancroft on 
the motion of Sidney Schatkin, 
New York city assistant corpora­ 
tion counsel. 
In 1948, Bancroft settled $1,500 
on a 27-year-old former model, 
Dorris Furst, who claimed he was 
the father of her daughter. 
The 
manufacturer contended the set­ 
tlement ended the litigation. 
But after Miss Furst applied for 
relief here, the City Welfare De­ 
partment started a new suit to 
have Bancroft declared the father 
of the child, now three years old. 
The courts ruled on appeal that 
the department had the right to 
bring the suit. 
Miss Furst later left the state 
and doesn’t want to press the ac­ 
tion, Justice Hackenburg was told 
yesterday. 
Commenting on Miss Furst’s 
leaving the state, the justice said: 
“I don’t know what the motives 


were, but I can voice a suspicion. 
I don’t know whether she was in­ 
duced by the payments of money 
or by promises.” 
• 
Saying the city should be more 
careful in starting such paternity 
actions, Hackenburg declared: 
“When conniving females find 


out this court can be used to force 
settlement, New York could well 
become a Mecca for blackmailers.” 
Bancroft’s lawyer said outside 
court that Miss Furst had received 
no payoff from the manufacturer 
to leave the state, nor any money 


beyond the original $1,500 settle­ 
ment.

Against Two Men 


New York, Dec. 18 UPI—Federal; 
tax liens totaling $4,700,000 were 
filed yesterday against two men— 
named ip the congressional inter­ 
nal revenue probe. 
The liens were filed in Federal 
Court against Jacob Freidus, 34, 
of Great Neck, N. Y., his step­ 
father, Samuel 
Aaron, 
51, 
of 
Brooklyn, and his mother, Aaron's 
wife, Becky. 
Freidus and Aaron, convicted 
tax evaders, were named in the 
House tax probe by their business 
associate, Larry Knohl, a New 
York investor. 
Knohl bought a $30,000 airplane 
from a friend of T. Lamar Caudle, 
ousted assistant attorney genera], 
who received a $5,000 commission 
on the sale. 
Knohl told the House probers 
there was no connection between 
the airplane deal and the Freidus- 
Aaron tax fraud case. He said he 
became associated with Freidus 
and Aaron around 1946, when he 
went intp a $1,500,000 land pur­ 
chase and real estate deal in Long 
Beach, New York. 
He asserted he first learned in 
1948 that Freidus and Aaron were 
in tax trouble. 
He said he then 
was an officer of the Aaron Ma­ 
chinery Company and was asso­ 
ciated in other ventures with 
Freidus and Aaron. 
Sentenced In 1950 
Freidus and Aaron were sen­ 
tenced in November, 1950, for 
evading more than $200,000 in 
taxes on income earned in a used 
machinery business. 
Freidus was sentenced to four 
years imprisonment and fined $40,- 
000. He is now in prison. 
Aaron was sentenced to two 
years imprisonment and fined $30,- 
000; but the jail sentence was re­ 
duced to eight months because he 
suffered from a heart ailment. He 
is now at liberty. 
Three tax liens were filed today. 
One, against Freidus, is for $2,- 
394,978. 
Another, against Aaron, 
is for $2,193,311. 
The third filed 
against Aaron and his wife, totals 
$120,860.

will be prepared for colleges, and 
afterwards a single 700-page vol­ 
ume for popular use will be writ­ 
ten. 
The history will attem pt to cor­ 
rect as far as possible present 
misinformation and n a t i o n a l 
biases in the story of mankind. 
Paulo B. Cameiro, UNESCO 
delegate from Brazil, will head 
the commission directing the com­ 
pilation. This body—the Interna­ 
tional Commission for a Scientific 
and Cultural History of Mankind 
—was created to direct the work 
as a result of a resolution passed 
at the spring, 1950, UNESCO con­ 
ference in Florence, Italy.

A three-man editorial commit­ 
tee is tieing headed by history pro­ 
fessor Ralph E. Turner, of Yale 
University.
